Firm Agent Discusses Prob- 


lems Which Farmers of 


FARM BUREAU COOPERATING 


By A. T. Kearney. 


Many farmers in Clearfield county 


are planning to apply lime to the land 
i* which they are sowing fall grain. 
Tnate men do not need anyone to in- 
form then* that lime must be applied 
for the maximum production of farm 
crops. The results of its use are ob- 
vious on practically every thrifty lield 
of clover in the county. 
With 
the 


knowledge that lime will correct soil 
acidity, and make the soil favorable 
for the growth of leguminous crops, 
the problems concerning its use divide 
themselves as follows: 


1. How much can I afford to pay 


for it. 


2. What form of lime will give the 


most satisfactory and economical re- 
vults. 


3. How should it be applied"! 
A 
successful 
Clearfield 
county 


fanner stated recently that he could 
afford to pay 10 per cent interest on 
borrowed money, used for purchasing 
lime, rather than to allow his crops 
to suffer on account of soil acidity. 
There is no question that lime, even 
at the present high prices, pays big 
dividends, if intelligently handled on a 
large percentage of the 
cultivated 


land in the county und there is per- 
haps no other material applied to our 
land that will give as prompt and as 
large return on the investment. 
In 


some cases, however, it is being pur- 
chased at an exhorbitant figure ow- 
ing to the large overhead charges ac- 
crued in freight, cost of sacking and 
retailers profits. 


The Farm Bureau Is interested in 


aiding the farmers of the county in 
obtaining their lime at a lower cost. 
Among the tangible methods for the 
accomplishment of this end appears to 
be the encouraging of the output o f i 
lime rock, where it is po.-.siblo in the 
county. A number of outcrops have 
already been visited and samples of 
the rock sent away for analysis. In 
sections where high grade rock can 
be obtained for a dollar a ton, a sub- 
stantial saving can usually be applied 
by its use, either in burned, or the 
raw ground form. 


However, the possibility of obtain- 


ing a cheaper lime by Uv>s method 
applies only to those rep .is of the 
county ^vhero a workable outcrop oc- 
curs. For these sections 
that 
are 


compelled to ship in their lime, the 
best method seems to be tue purchase 
in carload lots of standard lime pro- 
duct. 
All price comparisons should, 


of course, be based on the cost laid 
down at the home depot. In no case 
thould lime be bought without know- 
ing its purity. Pure limestone is 100 
per cent Calcium Carbonate.

FARM BUREAU COOPERATING 


By A. T. Kearney. 


Many farmers in Clearfield county 


are planning to apply lime to the land 
i* which they are sowing fall grain. 
Tnate men do not need anyone to in- 
form then* that lime must be applied 
for the maximum production of farm 
crops. The results of its use are ob- 
vious on practically every thrifty lield 
of clover in the county. 
With 
the 


knowledge that lime will correct soil 
acidity, and make the soil favorable 
for the growth of leguminous crops, 
the problems concerning its use divide 
themselves as follows: 


1. How much can I afford to pay 


for it. 


2. What form of lime will give the 


most satisfactory and economical re- 
vults. 


3. How should it be applied"! 
A 
successful 
Clearfield 
county 


fanner stated recently that he could 
afford to pay 10 per cent interest on 
borrowed money, used for purchasing 
lime, rather than to allow his crops 
to suffer on account of soil acidity. 
There is no question that lime, even 
at the present high prices, pays big 
dividends, if intelligently handled on a 
large percentage of the 
cultivated 


land in the county und there is per- 
haps no other material applied to our 
land that will give as prompt and as 
large return on the investment. 
In 


some cases, however, it is being pur- 
chased at an exhorbitant figure ow- 
ing to the large overhead charges ac- 
crued in freight, cost of sacking and 
retailers profits. 


The Farm Bureau Is interested in 


aiding the farmers of the county in 
obtaining their lime at a lower cost. 
Among the tangible methods for the 
accomplishment of this end appears to 
be the encouraging of the output o f i 
lime rock, where it is po.-.siblo in the 
county. A number of outcrops have 
already been visited and samples of 
the rock sent away for analysis. In 
sections where high grade rock can 
be obtained for a dollar a ton, a sub- 
stantial saving can usually be applied 
by its use, either in burned, or the 
raw ground form. 


However, the possibility of obtain- 


ing a cheaper lime by Uv>s method 
applies only to those rep .is of the 
county ^vhero a workable outcrop oc- 
curs. For these sections 
that 
are 


compelled to ship in their lime, the 
best method seems to be tue purchase 
in carload lots of standard lime pro- 
duct. 
All price comparisons should, 


of course, be based on the cost laid 
down at the home depot. In no case 
thould lime be bought without know- 
ing its purity. Pure limestone is 100 
per cent Calcium Carbonate. 
Lime- 


stone analyzing over 90 por cent of 
tnis compound is 
considered 
good.

United States to buy cotton in un- 
limited quanties to keep the price nor- 
mal; and also that these agents are 
still in the United States, are facts 
given to the United Press today.
